Veteran, 91, aims to make Iwo Jima 
Memorial Park a reality, honoring all military branches

WILLIAMSBURG — If you’ve ever 
driven south on Jamestown Road, you’ve 
probably seen it: A small tree-covered 
hill dotted with flags, white crosses and a 
large black metal outline of a group of 
servicemen holding an American flag. 

This is Cliff Guertin’s hill. And he’s 
spent the past 20 years using it to 
remember combat veterans. 

Now, however, there’s a push to do 
more with the hill than one man’s simple 
show of patriotism. For the past few 
years, Guertin and a handful of local 


business people have been working to 
turn the spot into a park, complete witha 
30-foot-high replica of the Marine Corps 
War Memorial in Washington. The 
actual memorial depicts the moment six 
Marines raised a U.S. flag during the 
Battle of Iwo Jima. The historic battle, 
one of the bloodiest during WWII, left 
7,000 Marines dead and thousands more 
wounded. The memorial, modeled after 
a famous photograph taken of the second 
flag raised on Mount Suribachi, is often 
seen as symbolic of the resilience of 
those who fought. It’s dedicated to all the 
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Naval Aviation Monument Park on 25th Street will soon have an addition: an F-14 Tomcat 
monument. The park has granite storyboards depicting significant eras in naval flight. 


New monument will recognize F-14 
Tomcats and aviators who lost their lives flying them

VIRGINIA BEACH — Ret. Rear Admiral 
Fred Lewis was 34 when he first flew an 
F4 Tomcat out of Naval Air Station 
Oceana in Virginia Beach. It was 1974, and 
he was serving in one of two squadrons at 
the master jet base that stood up the new 
machine. 

“Tt was a fantastic airplane for its time” 
said Lewis, 79. “Really capable” 

But over the years — as the F-14 became a 
symbol of America’s air superiority and 
was later retired — there was no public 
place in Virginia Beach to remember the 


plane and those who gave their lives flying 
it. That will soon change. 

A new F-14 Tomcat monument will be 
installed next month in the Oceanfront’s 
existing Naval Aviation Monument Park on 
25th Street. In addition to those who died 
flying the famed jet, it will honor crew 
members who built and sustained the 
aircraft. 

For a time, Oceana was home base for 
the Navy’s F-14 Tomcat fleet. 

The two-person Tomcats were built by 
Grumman Aerospace and could fly high at 
supersonic speeds. Pilots and radar-inter-
